During consideration of Calendar Item 20, the Commiésion approved
the item as presented by a vote of 2-0. However, at this time,
Catroll Christiansen, husband of the applicant, appeared.

He indicated
he had no alternative but to sign his lease effective April 26,
or he would have beén without 4 lease. However, he understood
that there were lawsuits pending objecting to the new rental
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.increases. }

Chairman Cory inquired about the status of the litigation to
which Mr., Christiansen referred. Mr., R. C. Hight, Staff Counsel,
advised therc are no pending lawsuits in Seven Mile Slough, the
location of Mrs. thiéxiénsan's‘léaseﬂgLitigatipn is currently
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only on the Sacramento Rivef. Mr. Hight indicated that it dis
staff's opinion the present rental for this léasé is fair and
just in that area,

‘Qommiﬁsicn¢alternat§‘SidJMcﬁauslandMaskeg Mr. Christiansen 1if
he felt the value of the land, taking into consideration the
Delta's desirabiddty for recreational use,had increased sirce
his lease was-originated eight years beforé, Mr, Christiansen
stated. that .at the .egimiing of the lease, Ne charged his
customers $49/month and has since had to increase the Tates to
$65. ‘However, ‘he indicated that his main objective wds to have
the same -comparable Tental ratg¢ as andther lessee in the aTed.
Mr. William F, Northrop advised that the new River Marina and

Waterways Li:aison Committee has been established to work Gut
these problems.

After a bricf discussion concéxning the possibilities of 1iti-
gation, 9hairmgnvedry stated that Until a lawsuit is filed,
the Commission must abide by its present Tiles of regulations.
